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The British Friesian At Home 


I. EARLY HISTORY AND CHARACTERISTICS 
By ANDREW C. McCANDLISH 


Chief of Dairy Husbandry, Iowa State

RITAIN, like every other 
B country taking part in the 
recent international ‘“hoe- 

down,” is at the present time 
somewhat touchy and subject to 
“nerves.” Even the British farmer, per- 
haps the most staid group of a staid na- 
tion, is feeling them. Everywhere the 
labor situation is being discussed and 
though it is not in an impossib'e condi- 
tion yet it needs serious consideration 
if business is to get back to a solid mat- 
ter-of-fact basis. A question that is per- 
haps not as fundamentally important 
but that is causing considerable commo- 
tion there, perhaps on account of its 
novelty, is the color one, the “black and 
white” question, though in this case it 
is neither a human nor an alcoholic but 
a bovine one. 

The British Isles kave for centuries 
been famed for their livestock though 
until recently the British Friesian breed 
was of little importance. Recent im- 
portations and a progressive associa- 
tion and an energetic secretary have 
however produced results and have 
caused quite a stir-up amongst some of 
the vested interests, connected with the 
development of other breeds. In fact, to 
use a British slang expression, a con- 
siderable number of men interested in 
other breeds of cattle have “got the 
wind up,” or in plain American, are 
“suffering from cold feet.” 

Origin and Early History 

Though the Friesian has not been 
widely known or very popular in 
Britain until quite recently, yet it must 
be admitted that cattle of this breed have had a greater 
influence on the British livestock industry than is 
generally conceded. From the middle of the fifth to the 
early part of the seventh century the Anglo-Saxon tribes 
from the lowlands of Europe, part of which is now Holland, 
were subduing England to be themselves ultimately ab- 
sorbed in the native population and there is indisputable 
evidence that they took with them large numbers of their 
cattle which were of the same ancestry as the modern 
cattle of the Netherlands. Their animals were indubitably 
crossed with the native cattle and made a marked improve- 
ment in the size of the bovine population of the country. 
This effect was of course most marked along the eastern 
seaboard. 





On the subjugation of the great- 
er part of Britain by the Anglo- 
Saxons the importation of cattle 
from the Netherlands did not en- 

tirely cease. There was no regular traf- 
fic in livestock but at intervals impor- 
tations did occur and during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries they 
assumed considerable proportions. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the nineteenth 
century regu'ar importations occurred 
and from about 1870 to 1892 the aver- 
age annual importation was about 40,- 
000 head though at certain times they 
were imported only for purposes of im- 
mediate slaughter. In 1892 the passage 
of the Disease of Animals Act stopped 
all importations from the continent of 
Europe. The promulgation of these 
regulations was due, not to a desire to 
eliminate competition from breeds of 
foreign origin, but to the necessity of 
protecting the British herds from foot- 
and-mouth disease and other contagions 
which are generally rampant on the 
continent of Europe. 
Recent Development 

From 1892 the British Friesian went 
into eclipse for about twenty years and 
it has been only recently that they have 
started to come into their own. During 
this dormant period only a few breed- 
ers made any attempt to improve their 
stock though a number of herds were 
maintained free from outside contami 
nation, though largely as a matter ol 
interest rather than for commercial 
purposes. The fact that few men were 
really interested in this breed at that time rendered it dif- 
ficult for Friesian breeders to obtain good bulls when out- 
crossing became necessary and as a consequence the 
vitality of the breed declined and there was a great lack of 
uniformity amongst the animals 

The British Friesian therefore was of very poor type, of 
little economic importance and threatened with early 
extinction, even though it had had a great part in the early 
development of some of the tvpical British breeds when a 
number of enthusiasts organized the British Friesian As- 
sociation in 1909. The first business of the new organiza- 
tion was of course the foundation of a herd book and the 
se'ection of animals to be admitted. For a time animals 
were admitted as foundation stock but now only those from 
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PETYGARDS BLES ALBERT

stock that have already been registered can be admitted 

The British Friesian Association is one of the most 
snergetic cattle breeders’ organizations in the country at 
the present time and they are doing much to popularize the 
breed. The success of their efforts can be seen from the 
fact that though they started with only about 50 members 
they now have over 1250 men actively interested in the 
work and breeding Friesians. 

After the organization of the British Association it was 
een that if rapid progress in the development of the breed 
vas to be made the introduction of new blood was neces 
sary. The Diseases of Animals Act, already mentioned, pre 
vented this but in 1914, just before the outbreak of the 
furopean war, an importation of 40 bulls and 20 cows and 
eifers was made from Friesland with the sanction of the 
Board of Agriculture. Since the cessation of the war, addi 
tional animals have been imported. 


The importations undoubtedly saved the day for the 
British Friesian for the influence of the earlier ones is 
ilready noticeable in improved type, increased size and 


“nhanced production and in addition the prices obtained at 
he public sales have been soaring. 


Characteristics 
{It is difficult to briefly describe the British Friesian as 
the recent importations have not yet been thoroughly 


blended with the older stocks and the breeders have not 
vet had an opportunity of unifying their efforts and deter 
mining the results. In general however, it may be said that 
‘he British Friesian lacks in size, is somewhat beefy and 
frequently coarse. Two outstanding features on the other 
hand are good, long, level rumps in a large number of in 
lividuals and level, nicely attached, well-balanced udders. 
With consistent conservative methods of breeding and an 
ideal as to what constitutes a good dairy cow there is no 
joubt however but what the British Friesian breeders can 
ittain success. They already have developed their herds 
markedly so far as production is concerned and if certain 
»bjectives, to be mentioned subsequently, are dropped, thes 
will become an important factor in British dairying. 


Color 


The breed regulations regarding the color of the 
4ritish Friesian differ somewhat from the accepted stan 
dards in this country but there apparently is a tendency 
‘owards the tightening of the color rules. In the bylaws of 
the British Friesian Cattle Society, published in 1919, it is 
stated thta “The four recognized colors of British Frie 
sion Cattle are black-and-white, black, dun-and-white, and 
dun.’’ This would seem to give considerable leeway so far 
as the color line is concerned but the Council of the Society 
iave the power to exclude or remove from the herd book 
inimals that are, “black, ticked with white.” 

It is perhaps unfortunate that more stringent regula 
tions were not made at the start but as it is animals of an) 
uther color than black and white are not very common and 

eir ultimate elimination seems to be fairly certain due to 
iditional regulations regarding the color of bulls, which. 


follows: ‘No bull shall be registered in the herd 
bOOr ing (a) dun-and-white or dun, or the son of a dun 
or a dun-cand-white cow or heifer, (b) having a wholly 
white head, or a white head with black ears, or being the 
son of a cow with a white head or with a white 
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head and black ears, (c) not having white socks on all four 
feet.” 

The regulations regarding the color of bulls are going 
to lead to greater uniformity and it is proposed by some 
that breeders be warned that within a limited number of 
years off-color females will also be denied registration 
These are factors which are controlled largely by public 
opinion and as Britain is noted as an exporter of livestock 
the export trade is going to aid in bringing uniformity in 
the color of British Friesians. 

Black-and-white is now recognized as the true color of 
the British Friesian and there are a few combinations 
which are especially popular at the present time. These in 
clude white bands around the body at the shoulders and 
hips; a white star or blaze in the face; white legs or black 
legs with white feet; and a white switch. In fact there 
seems to be little doubt that in a few years the accepted 
color markings for British Friesians will differ but little 
from those recognized by the Holstein-Friesian breeders of 
Americz 


Adaptability to British Conditions 


Britain has a climate that is not subject to extremes but 
climatic conditions do vary considerably from locality to 
locality. There are also wide variations in soil and cropping 
conditions, in fact it is perhaps true that in no other terri 
tory of such limited area can so many variations in agricul 
tural conditions be found. It is this more than anything else 
that has rendered possible, in fact necessitated, the de 
velopment of so many breeds of livestock, each of which 
is better suited than any of the others for a given set of 
conditions. 

The British Friesian is extremely adaptable however 
and without exaggeration it may be said that they are to 
be found from John o’ Groat’s to Land’s End and from the 
North Sea to the rocky western coast of the Emerald Isle 
They are hardy, well adapted to the consuming of rough 
ages and so do well even in the localities where it is cus 
tomary to keep. the cows outside practically the year 
around and to feed roots, straw and hay with only a very 
limited amount of grain. 

The fact that they are adapting themselves to condi 
tions is shown by the great demand for young stock, the 
high prices that prevail and the number of new herds that 


are being established. 
The British Mistake 
The British Friesian breeuers like many others have 


made a mistake. They have been exceptionally progressive 
but perhaps over-enthusiastic. They claim that their breed 
is the best in Britain for milk production, which may be 
correct, and then they advocate it as a dual purpose breed, 
which is wrong. Too many Englishmen preach dual pur- 
pose cattle and the British Friesian breeders will miss 
their opportunity if they promote that fallacy. The fact that 
the two heaviest steers at the 1919 Smithfield Show were 
British Friesian crosses does not prove the British Frie- 
sian to be a dual purpose breed any more effectively than 
can “two swallows make a summer.” 


The Future

are families that were quite prom- 

inent in the early history of the 
breed, but that are now seldom heard 
of. Likewise, there are families that seem to have blossom- 
ed over night and coming from comparatively obscure par- 
entage have made a great sensation in the breeding world. 
3ut there are three families in California that were recog- 
nized in their early days as three of the greatest and which 
include some of California’s greatest present day produc- 
ers, as well. The blood of the three has been so intermin- 
gled by various crosses back and forth that it is a difficult 
matter to tell which of the three families, if any, should 
take the most credit for the great milk and butter cows 
that the strains have produced and the scribe finds it much 
easier just to give credit to all three. 

The three families referred to, which have been so 
thoroughly intermingled during recent years were founded 
by three grand old cows, Aralia De Kol, De Kol of Valley 
Mead, and Romeo Aaggie’s Acme. Of these, old Aralia De 
Kol is probably the best known. She was the first cow to

lbs. milk. Not only was this a world’s milk record for ans 
age or breed, but it was also a _ world’s record fo 
cows nine years old or over. She came back the next year 
as a 12-year-old with a 30-lb. record for 7 days, milking 742 
Ibs. and averaging over 100 Ibs. a day for a month, and 
finished her year with the remarkable figures of 950.7 lbs 
butter from 22,922 Ibs. milk, which was a world’s record for 
12-year-old cow both for milk and butter production and 
still is, although this record was made in 1914. Her 11-year 
old record has since been beaten by other cows of that age 
for butter production, although not for milk, but she still 
is world’s champion for either milk or butter for combined 
11 and 12-year-old production. 

These records represent the first opportunity of 
De Kol on long test, but she also has a couple of pretty 
fair heifer records on short test. She freshened for the first 
time as a junior two-year-old way back in 1902 when her

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' record of over 13 lbs. butter 387 lbs. milk was 
considered quite a bit better than average. She 
came back again at three years, six months 
with something over 21 Ibs. butter from 563.2 
Ibs. milk, and milked better than 2300 Ibs. in 
30 days. She was not tested again until freshen- 
ing in her 11-year-old form when she produced 
615 Ibs. milk of rather low butter fat test. As 
her year progressed however, her butter fat 
content increased so that we find her at 8 
months after calving making a larger butter 
record than she did when fresh, although her 
milk record had fallen off slightly, her figures 
being 24.8 lbs. butter from 557.9 Ibs. milk. She 
finished her year, as we have said, with the 
first 28,000-lb. record.

She was California’s first 19-lb. three-year- 
old and came back at five years with over 23 
Ibs. butter from 577 lbs. milk, and the year fol- 
lowing, she became not California’s first 25-lb. 
cow, but one of the very first of the state, her 
record being made from 568.9 lbs. milk. This 
was back in the first few years of the 20th 
century. 

In November 1902, Romeo Aaggie’s Acme, 
who is the third one of our big three, became 
California’s first 26-lb. cow with a record of 
26.7 lbs. butter, 431.9 lbs. milk. This was not 
only California’s largest record, but it stood 
second in the aged class for the year 1902-03 
only to the great 30-lb. record of Sadie Vale 
Concordia. Neither she nor De Kol of Valley 
Mead were ever given an opportunity on year 
test, but both have proved their ability to trans- 
mit yearly production to their offspring for 
several generations. 

The three cows that we have just been de- 
scribing were developed by Charles D. Pierce, 
California’s first man to do official testing, but 
Aralia De Kol made her year record in the herd 
of A. W. Morris & Sons Corp., who bought

California is recognized as one of the three 
leading long distance states, and except for 
Tilly Alcartra, Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke, 
a , ; . Laurameka, Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 3d, 
: Lady Aaggie Echo Hengerveld, and some 
others, she owes this reputation very largely 
to descendants of the three great cows we have 
been describing. Since the reputation of these 
three strains as well as the reputation of Cali- 
fornia herself as a Holstein state has been 
built up to a large degree on long time records, 
we will confine ourselves to a discussion of 
the long time work of the Aralia-Mead-Acme 
families, passing over rather hurriedly some of 
the important developments in the short test. 
The chart published with this story shows 
practically all the long time descendants of 
each of these three cows, either through sons 
or daughters. In judging the cows from this 
list, we should bear in mind that until recent 
years, only a very few California breeders were 
doing official testing, and consequently, most 
of the sons of these cows never had any op- 
portunity. A study of the chart discloses that 
some of the sons that happened to be used in 
herds where testing was done made a_ truly 

wonderful showing through their daughters. 
We also find by studying the chart how the 
three families are intermingled, practicallv all

This is said to 
be the second highest average percent 
of fat reported for any cow of the 
breed. She is a daughter of Woodcrest 
Pietje, whose dam, Pietje 22d, was im- 
ported from Holland, and has the larg- 
est A. R. O. record of any’ inported 
cow. 

Hillside Pietje Honora, as a junior 
four-year-old, made 27.85 lbs. butter in 
a week with a milk flow of 635.3 Ibs. 
Two of her sisters are above the 30- 
Ib. mark, Hillside Saxon with 628.7 
Ibs. milk, 32.29 lbs. butter and Hill- 
side Pietje Mary with 534.7 lbs. milk 
and 30.29 lbs. butter. The dam of Hill- 
side Pietje Honora is Noria 2d’s 
daughter. Honora was bred and is 
still owned, by J. N. Conyngham of 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 


Triple Thirty Pounder 


A western cow of splendid individ- 
uality and wonderful producing ¢Ca- 
pacity is Hei'o Ormsbv De Kol No. 
148169, a daughter of the noted Sir 
Pietertje Ormsbv Mercedes and Heilo 
Marie De Kol. Three times this cow 
has crossed the 30-lb. mark in 7-day 
official test. The first time she was 
officially tested was as a five-year-old 
when she produced 633.2 Ibs. milk, 
30.35 lbs. butter in 7 days. Her largest 
7-day record was made at 7 yrs. old 
when she made 580 Ibs. milk, 34.55 
lbs. butter in 7 days and a 30-day rec- 
ord of 2629.9 lbs. milk and 132.94 lbs.

EPORTS of the fall sales that are coming in em 
R. phasize the fact that this is the time to buy Holsteins 

rather than to sell. Through a combination of circum 
stances the dairy industry in many sections has come to a 
situation where more men are interested in reducing their 
herds than in increasing them. In the Holstein census it 
is shown that over 90% of our Holstein breeders are 
primarily dairymen rather than breeders in the strict 
sense of the term This being the case the unfavorable 
dairy conditions inevitably have affected adversely the 
demand for pure bred Holsteins. We do not see how these 
conditions can possibly be permanent or even of very long 
duration. This product of ours is a necessity. Humanity 
cannot get along without milk and dairy products, and the 
public is coming to a realization of this fact and also that 
the men who produce these dairy products must receive a 
living price for them if the supply is to continue. When 
conditions are unfavorable in any industry there are al 
ways faint-hearted ones who become discouraged, closing 
out their interests at the low ebb tide, accepting a sub 
stantial loss. Men of clear vision, however, when they cau 
see ultimate success ahead, buy all they can carry at the 
bottom price and when the upward reaction comes they 
are able to cash in on it. That condition is bound to pre 
vail in the Holstein business. We are producers of seed 
stock for the dairy industry, which is as permanent as 
civilization itself. As the dairyman through adversity is 
forced to study conditions more carefully he will discover 
the importance of doing business with the most efficient 
machines and that is not going to hurt the demand tor 
Holsteins in the slighest. Accordingly our advice is to keep 
your stables stocked to capacity with pure bred Holsteins. 
Don’t add to the seriousness of the situation by getting 
panic-stricken and throwing a lot of cattle on the market 
if you can find the labor and feed to keep them over until 
another summer. if our breeders will just keep constantly 
in mind the fact that under present Holstein market con- 
ditons this is the time to buy rather than sell, the industry 
will weather the storm without serious consequences.

The Father of the Advanced Registry System 


% KX 7'THOUT discounting in the slighest the good works 
VV the many breeders who have been instrumental 

n building of the Holstein breed, we will pass 
our vot ervecly for Solomon Hoxie as the man 
whose wu i heaviest in the development of the 
Holstein-Fri: In rearing any permanent edifice 
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the foundation is of supreme importance, and Solomo: 
Hoxie, more than any other one man, was influential i) 
getting the Holstein Friesian industry in this countr) 
started upon the right kind of a foundation. His first im 
portant service was through his personal selection of foun 
dation breeding stock in Holland, these selections being 
of a character which tended to raise the whole standard 
of the quality which other breeders were bringing ove! 
at that time, and to establish in this country strains that 
were possessed of real merit. His real monument, however, 
is the Advanced Registry system, which was his origina 
conception worked out by him in the Dutch-Friesian as 
sociation and carried on under his direct supervision fo: 
twenty years after the formation of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in 1885. The adoption of the Ad 
vanced register idea, and second for making it an integra! 
tion was the determining factor which alone made possible 
the union of the Dutch-Friesian and Holstein Associations 
So thoroughly did Solomon Hoxie believe in the advanced 
register. idea, that if the objections of the Holstein Breed 
ers’ Association had prevailed, there would have been l« 
union of the two, and we perhaps would have today tw« 
rival associations working at cross purposes. To Solomo! 
Hoxie therefore goes the credit first for conceiving the ad 
vanced register idea, and second for making it an integra] 
part of the policy of the Holstein-Friesian Association ot 
\merica, and third for fighting to the last ditch to get it 
soundly established against the opposition of anothe! 
group of breeders who believed the plan was fundamental! 
ly unsound. When we stop now to think what the Ad 
vanced Register means to the Holstein-Friesian industry. 
then and then only do we begin to have a little realizatior 
and appreciation of Solomon Hoxie’s service to the Ho! 
stein-Friesian industry, and through it to the dairy indus 
try and humanity. The pioneer work which he did was ca! 
ried on in the face of discouragements that would have 
daunted a less courageous and steadfast spirit than his. He

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The First Year of the Better Sire Campaign 

HE Better Sire—Better Stock campaign completed 
Tis first year Oct. 1st, and the outstanding results are 

a wider recognition of the value of purebred sires and 
definite knowledge showing how they improve demestic 
livestock. The purpose of the work is to improve the 
average quality and general usefulness of the livestock in 
the United States. 

During the year, 2756 persons enrolled and received an 
official emblem denoting participation in the movement. 
These persons listed with the department a total of 131,342, 
animals. According to a summary of results just made 
public, there is a very small proportion of scrub female 
stock in herds and flocks headed by purebred sires, only 
2.7 per cent of the females being listed as scrubs. While 
livestock experts have generally recognized the beneficial 
influence of good sires on the quality of farm animals, the 
low percentage of scrubs is a surprise even to officials of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture in charge of the better 
sire campaign. The majority of female animals bred to 
pure herd sires are grades. 

Of the 46 states co-operating with the United States 
Department of Agriculture in advancing the merit and use 
of pure bred sires, Virginia, Nebraska, South Carolina, 
Massachusetts and Washington have been especially promi- 
nent. In Virginia 881 livestock owners have signed 
agreements to use pure bred sires on all classes of animals 
and to follow methods leading to further livestock im- 
provement. Progress has been measured and reported 
-very three months since the campaign started. During the 
ast quarterly period the greatest activity has been mani- 
‘ested in Nebraska, The most active single county, how- 


2ver, was Greenville County, South Caroline, to which 177° 


»mblems were awarded during the last three months. 
Everyone who keeps any kind of domestic livestock is 
eligible to participate in this nation-wide plan of improve- 
ment. Farmers, dairymen, stockmen, members of boys’ 
and girls’ livestock clubs, are all taking part. The im 
provement of all livestock in the United States is a 
fundamental step towards more economical production 
Prominent leaders in all lines of work favor this policy 
In the adminstration of the improved livestock pro 
zram, the United States Department of Agriculture is 
furnishing data, illustrative and descriptive matter to 
persons interested in raising the quality of livestock in 
their location. During the coming year, the work is to be 
amplified with a view to furnishing livestock growers the 
most-up-to-date and useful information on breeding and 


‘are of the animals they own 
~ about three years ago, the United States Department 
of Agriculture has removed 74 herds of cattle from 
the accredited herd list. The presence of one or more re- 
actors was the cause for removal. The number of herds 
taken off the list is small compared with the total number 
xf accredited herds, which now exceeds 4000. Only those 
herds which keep tuberculosis away entirely are allowed to 
remain on the list of the Federal Bureau of Animal In 
dustry. 
In most cases where reactors were found among cattle 
which have passed the requisite number of official tests, 
re-infection was traced to carelessness. Either the accredit- 


Removals From the Accredited List 
INCE the beginning of the accredited herd work 
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ed animals had been permitted to run in pasture with in- 
fected cattle, or else animals of doubtful health had been 
brought on to the premises and stabled with the others. 
This is in violation of the agreement which the owner signs 
when he applies to have his herd tested. In one instance, 
the department states, a breeder with an accredited herd 
purchased an entire herd whose condition he knew little 
about. About half of the animals bought reacted to the 
tuberculin test when it was applied. But instead of seg- 
regating for a time those which did not react, he imme 
diately added them to his officially accredited herd. This 
was one of the herds which was taken from the list when 
several reactors were discovered. Breeders must realize 
that if they take chances, tuberculosis is likely to regain a 
foothold, and if it does, the herd cannot stay on the ac- 
credited list. In only five instances out of the 74, “discredit- 
ed” herds the presence of reactors could not be explained, 
which is a very small number in proportion to the nation 
wide extent of the work. Where only one reactor is found 
in an accredited herd, it is possible for that herd to get 
back on the list again within six months, if the re-test at 
that time shows the herd to be clean. When several re 
actors are found, it takes from a year to a year and a half 
for the herd to again become accredited, after all reactors 
have been removed. 

There is increasing evidence that cattle listed as suspici- 
ous should be looked upon as a source of danger. 
Suspicious animals cannot be officially condemned, but 
breeders, who are familiar with the situation, have been 
known to permit them to be slaughtered, rather than 
jeopardize the health of other animals. 

One possible source of danger is the showing of cattle 
at fairs and exhibitions. Owners of accredited herds are 
already demanding that such herds at least be kept in 
separate barns, so that they will not have to mingle with 
untested cattle. Some fair associations require a tuberculin 
test certificate for each animal shown. 

To buy cattle from herds you know nothing about Is 
to take a serious risk. Even when such animals are tested 
and reactors are removed, there is the risk that those 
which pass the test are not all entirely free from recent 
infection, especially when the original herd may have been 
half diseased. It is better to play safe than to be sorry.

Minnesota 
started something last year when they got together their 
state show herd, the first attempt of its kind, and this year 
eight states were lined up under the same plan and the 
idea was successfully carried out in many other states 
through the different counties. The result has been that 
many breeders have been enabled to bring or send their 
cows out in show ring competition who would otherwise 
have found it necessary to leave them at home. The work 
has been particularly successful in Minnesota, where the 
idea originated.

Men of clear vision, however, when they Cau 
see ultimate success ahead, buy all they can carry at the 
bottom price and when the upward reaction comes they 
are able to cash in on it. That condition is bound to pre- 
vail in the Holstein business. We are producers of seed 
stock for the dairy industry, which is as permanent = as 
civilization itself. As the dairyman through adversity is 
forced to study conditions more carefully he will discover 
the importance of doing business with the most efficient 
machines and that is not going to hurt the demand for 
Holsteins in the slighest. Accordingly our advice is to keep 
your stables stocked to capacity with pure bred Holsteins. 
Don’t add to the seriousness of the situation by getting 
panic-stricken and throwing a lot of cattle on the market 
if you can find the labor and feed to keep them over until 
another summer. If our breeders will just keep constantly 
in mind the fact that under present Holstein market con- 
ditons this is the time to buy rather than sell, the industry 
will weather the storm without serious consequences

Hoxie, more than any other one man, was influential it 
getting the Holstein Friesian industry in this countr) 
started upon the right kind of a foundation. His first im 
portant service was through his personal selection of foun 
dation breeding stock in Holland, these selections being 
of a character which tended to raise the whole standard 
of the quality which other breeders were bringing ove! 
at that time, and to establish in this country strains that 
were possessed of real merit. His real monument, however, 
is the Advanced Registry system, which was his origina 
conception worked out by him in the Dutch-Friesian as 
sociation and carried on under his direct supervision fo: 
twenty years after the formation of the Holstein-Friesia! 
Association of America in 1885. The adoption of the Ad 
vanced register idea, and second for making it an integra! 
tion was the determining factor which alone made possible 
the union of the Dutch-Friesian and Holstein Associations 
So thoroughly did Solomon Hoxie believe in the advanced 
register. idea, that if the objections of the Holstein Breed 
ers’ Association had prevailed, there would have been l« 
union of the two, and we perhaps would have today twe 
rival associations working at cross purposes. To Solomo! 
Hoxie therefore goes the credit first for conceiving the ad 
vanced register idea, and second for making it an integra! 
part of the policy of the Holstein-Friesian Association ot 
America, and third for fighting to the last ditch to get it 
soundly established against the opposition of anothe: 
group of breeders who believed the plan was fundamental! 
ly unsound. When we stop now to think what the Ad 
vanced Register means to the Holstein-Friesian industry. 
then and then only do we begin to have a little realization 
and appreciation of Solomon Hoxie’s service to the Ho! 
stein-Friesian industry, and through it to the dairy indus 
try and humanity. The pioneer work which he did was car 
ried on in the face of discouragements that would have 
daunted a less courageous and steadfast spirit than his. He

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The First Year of the Better Sire Campaign 

HE Better Sire—Better Stock campaign completed 
Tits first year Oct. 1st, and the outstanding results are 

a wider recognition of the value of purebred sires and 
definite knowledge showing how they improve demestic 
livestock. The purpose of the work is to improve the 
average quality and general usefulness of the livestock in 
the United States. 

During the year, 2756 persons enrolled and received an 
»fficial emblem denoting participation in the movement. 
These persons listed with the department a total of 131,342, 
animals. According to a summary of results just made 
public, there is a very small proportion of scrub femaie 
stock in herds and flocks headed by purebred sires, only 
2.7 per cent of the females being listed as scrubs. While 
livestock experts have generally recognized the beneficial 
influence of good sires on the quality of farm animals, the 
low percentage of scrubs is a surprise even to officials of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture in charge of the better 
sire campaign. The majority of female animals bred to 
pure herd sires are grades. 

Of the 46 states co-operating with the United States 
Department of Agriculture in advancing the merit and use 
of pure bred sires, Virginia, Nebraska, South Carolina, 
Massachusetts and Washington have been especially promi- 
nent. In Virginia 881 livestock owners have signed 
agreements to use pure bred sires on all classes of animals 
and to follow methods leading to further livestock im- 
provement. Progress has been measured and reported 
every three months since the campaign started. During the 
last quarterly period the greatest activity has been mani- 
‘ested in Nebraska, The most active single county, how- 


2ver, was Greenville County, South Caroline, to which 177° 


smblems were awarded during the last three months. 
Everyone who keeps any kind of domestic livestock is 
eligible to participate in this nation-wide plan of improve- 
ment. Farmers, dairymen, stockmen, members of boys’ 
and girls’ livestock clubs, are all taking part. The im 
provement of all livestock in the United States is a 
fundamental step towards more economical production. 
Prominent leaders in all lines of work favor this policy 
In the adminstration of the improved livestock pro 
zram, the United States Department of Agriculture is 
furnishing data, illustrative and descriptive matter to 
persons interested in raising the quality of livestock in 
their location. During the coming year, the work is to be 
amplified with a view to furnishing livestock growers the 


most-up-to-date and useful information on breeding and 
‘are of the animals they own. 
Removals From the Accredited List 
INCE the beginning of the accredited herd work 


S about three years ago, the United States Department 
of Agriculture has removed 74 herds of cattle from 
the accredited herd list. The presence of one or more re- 
actors was the cause for removal. The number of herds 
taken off the list is small compared with the total number 
»f accredited herds, which now exceeds 4000. Only those 
herds which keep tuberculosis away entirely are allowed to 
remain on the list of the Federal Bureau of Animal In 
iustry. 

In most cases where reactors were found among cattle 
which have passed the requisite number of official tests, 
re-infection was traced to carelessness. Either the accredit- 
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ed animals had been permitted to run in pasture with in- 
fected cattle, or else animals of doubtful health had been 
brought on to the premises and stabled with the others. 
This is in violation of the agreement which the owner signs 
when he applies to have his herd tested. In one instance, 
the department states, a breeder with an accredited herd 
purchased an entire herd whose condition he knew little 
about. About half of the animals bought reacted to the 
tuberculin test when it was applied. But instead of seg- 
regating for a time those which did not react, he imme 
diately added them to his officially accredited herd. This 
was one of the herds which was taken from the list when 
several reactors were discovered. Breeders must realize 
that if they take chances, tuberculosis is likely to regain a 
foothold, and if it does, the herd cannot stay on the ac- 
credited list. In only five instances out of the 74, “discredit- 
ed” herds the presence of reactors could not be explained, 
which is a very small number in proportion to the nation 
wide extent of the work. Where only one reactor is found 
in an accredited herd, it is possible for that herd to get 
back on the list again within six months, if the re-test at 
that time shows the herd to be clean. When several re 
actors are found, it takes from a year to a year and a half 
for the herd to again become accredited, after all reactors 
have been removed. 

There is increasing evidence that cattle listed as suspicti- 
ous should be looked upon as a source of danger. 
Suspicious animals cannot be officially condemned, but 
breeders, who are familiar with the situation, have been 
known to permit them to be slaughtered, rather than 
jeopardize the health of other animals. 

One possible source of danger is the showing of cattle 
at fairs and exhibitions. Owners of accredited herds are 
already demanding that such herds at least be kept in 
separate barns, so that they will not have to mingle with 
untested cattle. Some fair associations require a tuberculin 
test certificate for each animal shown. 

To buy cattle from herds you know nothing about Is 
to take a serious risk. Even when such animals are tested 
and reactors are removed, there is the risk that those 
which pass the test are not all entirely free from recent 
infection, especially when the original herd may have been 
half diseased. It is better to play safe than to be sorry.

At the latter show, Minnesota was handicapped through 
the death of the first prize four-year-old at Waterloo who 
was also grand champion at that show. At Waterloo the 
Minnesota contingent carried away both grand champion- 
ships and thus could not be consistently placed anywhere 
else but first in the state herd contest. For the same rea 
son Wisconsin had the call at the National. Minnesota 
started something last year when they got together their 
state show herd, the first attempt of its kind, and this year 
eight states were lined up under the same plan and the 
idea was successfully carried out in many other states 
through the different counties. The result has been that 
many breeders have been enabled to bring or send their 
cows out in show ring competition who would otherwise 
have found it necessary to leave them at home. The work 
has been particularly successfu! in Minnesota, where the 
idea originated.

With $10,000,000 
invested in pure bred Holsteins, and 
perhaps twice as much more in grade 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, it would be 
strange indeed if it was not apparent 
that some action should be taken 
looking to a collective treatment of the 
situation.

land, and do it at a cost that would 
not represent $1.00 apiece for the 
calves to be sold. 

The small breeder, as a rule, needs 
assistance and advice, and he does not 
feel at liberty to ask of those he 
thinks might give him the informa 
tion, but if some one was employed 
whose services he helped to pay for, 
no matter how small the amount 
might be, he would feel he was at 
liberty to get the information desired, 
and if he wished to buy an animal he 
would feel there was some person he 
could trust that knew and could give 


him the advice he required. This 
zreat industry representing a_ great 
many millions of dollars could be 


benefited to the extent of ten times 
the cost that would enure as an ex 
pense in the employment of one, two 
or three men for New England. New 
England has more purebred Holstein 
Friesian cattle than any state in the 
Union except New York and Wiscon 
sin, and still we never hear’ them 
spoken of collectively, and they are at 
the market’s door both for the pro 
duct of the machine and for the 
machine itself for export. The con 
ditions and lay of the land, and the 
climate, are such that dairying is 
practically the only industry that can 
be carried on successfully, and at the 
present time 75 per cent of the 
receipts from the soil of Vermont and 
New Hampshire comes through the 
dairy cow. 

We start in Maine on November 4th 
and have no doubt but the same in 
terest will be maintained by the 
breeders of that state. 

1 could not close this letter without 
expressing my regret at your not be 
ing with us so far in our New Eng 
land Campaign.

County Agents Take Action 


At a recent conference of Farm 
Bureau Managers and_ Extension 
Workers’ in Ithaca the question of 


tuberculosis eradication was one of 
the princip'e topics discussed in con- 
nection with animal husbandry work. 
With their usual progressiveness, the 
Agents passed resolutions favoring 
tuberculin tests of all cattle exhibited 
at the state and county fairs and ap- 
pointed a committee to coonerate with 
the state and federal authorities for 
the emvloyment of county veterina- 
rians. This committee will also bring 
the matter of tuberculosis evadication 
to the attention of the state and 
federal Farm Bureaus and to the prin- 
organizations of the state’ in 
order that satisfactory legis'ation mav 
be festered for the advancement of 
this work.

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their herds under accredited herd 
plan. The state already has_ several 
hundred animals on its waiting list, 
and only a limited force of veterinar- 
ians to do the work. The agents be- 
lieve it will be advisable to develope 
a plan whereby each breeder would 
pay a small fee per cow into a fund 
which would be used for the employ- 
ment of a veterinarian for the county 
in co-operation with the state and 
federal authorities. In that way the 
veterinarian would be always present 
in the county and work would prog- 
ress much more rapidly than at 
present and retest upon suspicious 
animals or animals under quarantine 
wou'd be conducted much more 
promptly than it is now. 

Mr. Jay Gelder, Farm Bureau 
Manager in Essex County, reports 
that the breeders in his county are 
paying a small fee per animal to pro- 
vide for the traveling expenses of a 
veterinarian employed in area work 
in that county. The breeders in his 
county have made no objection to pay- 
ing such a fee and he believes’ there 
will be no difficulty in securing a fee 
sufficient to meet the salary of a 
veterinarian who can give all of his 
time to the work. In other counties 
some of the agents are contemplating 
cooperation with an adjoining county 
for the employment of a _ county 
veterinarian. With the cooperation of 
this earnest body of workers the raipd 
progress of tuberculosis eradication in 
_New York State is assured. New York 
has long held the position as the pre- 
mier state in th2 Holstein’ industry 
and it will simply be a matter of a 
short time then the health of the vast 
majority of her herds need not’ be 
questioned by the buying public.

names. Aralia De Kol will be found to 
have three daughters, ten grand- 
daughters and a great granddaughter— 
14 descendants in all—that have made 
long time records. De Kol of Valley 
Mead has three daughters, ten grand- 


daughters and three great grand- 
daughters or 16 descendants in all, 
all except three daughters and one 


granddaughter coming through a sin- 
gle son. The descendants of Romeo 
Aaggie’s Acme are fewer in number, 
but they are very high in quality, two 
of her three descendants through the 
female line that have long time rec- 
ords being world’s champions and the 
third a 1000-lb. ten-year-old. 

The sixteen records made by Aralia 
De Kol and her fourteen descendants

later form, but no very recent report 
has come in on them. 

Two sons of Aralia De Kol have also 
distinguished themselves. There is 
Aralia King whose list of daughters is 
headed by Margaret Aralia De Kol 
with 1116.48 lbs. and several others 
with good heifer records. Her other 
son, Aralia De Kol Pontiac Segis, has 
two daughters that made good records 
as heifers. 

Turning to De Kol of Valley Mead, 
we find that she has three daughters 
that have made more than creditable 
records—707 lbs. as a _ two-year-old; 
845 lbs. as an aged cow; and over 100C 
Ibs. as a four-year-old. The latter, 
made by De Kol of Valley Mead 2d is 
a California state record in her class 
and was made following a senior three- 
year-old record of 906.28 lbs., which is 
also a state record. 

Her most famous son is King Mead 
of Riverside, whose sire is out of a sis- 
ter to Aralia De Kol, thus connecting 
up these two families. His nine daugh- 
ters that have been given long time 
records include Aralia De Kol Mead, 
the 1215-lb. daughter of Aralia De Kol, 
also Aaggie Acme of Riverside 
who is the California state champion 
butter producer over all ages and 
breeds with 1331.7 Ibs. and the strictly 
official champion of the breed for but- 
ter and seven others with records 
from 660 lbs. as a junior two-year-old 
up to 950 Ibs. at full age. The number 
includes a junior two-year-old with 
822 lbs., a senior two-year-old with 751 
Ibs. and others that made quite a sen- 
sational showing. 

Romeo Aaggie’s Acme will be re- 
membered as California’s first 26-lb. 
cow, although she herself never had a 
year record, nor did any of her daugh- 
ters. One of her daughters, however, 
Romeo Aaggie’s Acme 2d, made a 
record in short test, as a junior two- 
year-old that was the third highest in 
her class in the state of California for 
1905-06, and she in turn is dam of Aag- 
gie Acme of Riverside, whose record 
of 1054 lbs. butter was made at the 
advanced age of ten years, this being 
her second record above 800 Ibs. 

Aaggie Acme of Riverside is best 
known through the achievements of 
her daughter, Aaggie Acme of River- 
side 2d, who has already been men- 
tioned as California’s greatest butter 
producer for a single year. In addition 
to her 1300-lb. record, she has a 1000- 
Ib. record made as a four-year-old and 
was until very recently the world’s 
champion Holstein for two consecu- 
tive vear’s prceduction. She also is dam 
of Miss Aaggie Acme Burke with a 
junior two-year-o!ld record of 1034 Ibs. 
butter from 24 338 Ibs. milk, 

One son of Romeo Aaggie’s Acme 
that has long distance daughters is 
Romeo Aaggie Acme of Riverside, 
who has three daughters with records 
from 702 lbs. to 885 lbs. 

What we want particularly to bring 
out in this story is the way the three 








2d, 
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families seem to “nick” together. The 
two families have been bred back and 
forth considerably, and we find that a 
number of the greatest producers in 
one family also appear in one of the 
others. Among the great producers 
that appear in at least two of the three 
families are Aralia De Kol Mead, who 
was California’s first 800-lb. two-year- 
old with a record of 870 lbs. We have 
already mentioned how she came back 
with a 1200-lb. record at full age. She 
is a daughter of old Aralia De Kol her- 
se.f, sired by a son of De Kol of Val- 
ley Mead. With her, in the two 
families, go her two daughters, one 
the present California champion of 
the senior two-year-old class with 932 
Ibs. and the other the former Califor- 
nia champion in the junior two-year- 
old class with 851 Ibs. 

Another wonderful producer that 
appears in two of the different 
families is Aaggie Acme of Riverside 
2d, who is sired by a son of De Kol of 
Valley Mead and is out of a grand- 
daughter of Romeo Aaggie’s Acme. 
She holds the California state record 
in two different classes, the four-year- 
old and the mature, and stands second 
for the breed for two consecutive 
year’s production and is World’s 
Champion for one year strictly official. 
As her dam has over 1000 lbs. and her 
daughter is one of the comparatively 
few 1000-lb. junior two-year-olds, this 
makes a combination of three direct 
generations of 1000-lb. cows and the 
only such combination which includes 
a two-year-old. 

Another great producer is De Kol of 
Valley Mead 2d, and although she is 
not exactly descended from more than 
one of the three cows we are consider- 
ing, yet she is a daughter of one of 
them, and sired by a bull that is out 
of a sister to another. She also ho!ds 
two California state records with 906 
Ibs. as a_ senior three-year-old and 
1011 Ibs. as a senior four-year-old, this 
standing for some time as a world’s 
record for combined three and four- 
year-old production. Her daughter, 
Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walker, was 
the first 251%4-lbs. two-year-old in Cali- 
fornia, while her junior three-year-old 
record cf 36.81 lbs. is the largest heif- 
er record in the state. She was like- 
wise the first 1100-lb. heifer in the 
state, both as a three-year-old and as 
a two-year-old, she broke the world’s 
record in the eight-months-after-calv- 
ing division, the two-year-old record 
still standing, while the three-year-old 
record is still highest in the state. She 
is one of the breed’s leading winners 
of association prize money and in a 
single year won more money and also 
more first prizes than any other cow 
of the breed ever won in one year. 

Besides his great array of produc- 
ers which trace to two or more of the 
three great cows, we find that quite 
a number of progressive breeders, not 
onlv in California, but all over the 
United States, are using sires which 
combine the blood of two of these 
cows, and many of them that trace to 
all three of them. Taken by itself, any 
of these three families would make a 
sensational showing, but when we con- 
sider a combination of the three, we 
have an organization that is mighty 
hard to beat—an organization that has 
probably done as.much as any other 
one thing to put California on the 
Holstein map.

ing to make a permanent impression on the sands of time. 
They are to be found in the homes of the Shorthorn, Aber- 
ceen-Angus, Ayrshire, Hereford and Kerry, in fact, almost 
in every region of the British Isles except the Channel Is- 
lands where they enter under penalty of death. 

Some livestock men think they wwill sweep everything 
before them while others look on them as a flash in the 
pan. These are extreme opinions however and there is lit- 
tle doubt but what they will take their place in organized 
British livestock society without causing any great up- 
heaval. There is room for a great increase in their numbers 
and this will occur but rot at the expense of other breeds. 
Gritish agriculture is intensive and varied but the lessons 
of the last few years have shown that even greater inten- 
siveness is advisable, in fact necessary, if the country is 
not to be at the mercy of an outside enemy. Herein lies the 
opportunity for the British Friesian breed. As British agri- 
culture gets on to the new basis this breed can become 
thoroughly established. 

Another opportuninty also confronts the British breeder 
of “Friesians.” Ten years ago it was not uncomman for 
men of British birth to return from the colonies looking 
for “black-and-whites” and go back empty handed as they 
found that they had better cattle at home than were to be 
found in Britain. Conditions are changing however and 
with proper foresight the British Friesian breeders should 
be able to develop a good foreign trade. 

There is nothing new under the sun. “Black-and-whites’ 
have a history on the continent of Europe extending back 
for almost twenty centuries and, though they have been 
exerting an influence on British livestock for almost fifteen 
hundred years, it is only within the last twenty years that 
they have been publicly recognized. The next few years 
will decide their destiny. If proper methods are pursued in 

ieir establishment they will become of great importance, 
ol. rwise, they will sink to oblivion.

“POINTERS” ON RAILROAD 
CLAIMS cad 


By Owen L. Coon 


(1) Claims must be filed within a 
certain time limit or they are out- 
lawed. This time limit is usually six 
months, but it can be less. File your 
claim as soon as it arises and play 
safe. 

(2) Claims are outlawed unless they 
are sued within two years from date 
of delivery of the shipment. The ex- 
ceptions to this rule it is best for the 
shipper to forget. Sue as soon as your 
claim is declined if it is good. 

3) You have a good claim for (1) 
extra feed; (2) shrink; (3) any decline 
in selling price during delay. A delay 
of one day on a_ livestock shipment 
makes a good claim. As far as 
possible, keep a record of the home 
weight to know your’ approximate 
shrink. 

(4) You have a good claim for all 
animals lost in transit. Count your 
animals after they are loaded. Have 
an assistant also count them that he 
can serve aS a witness, if necessary, 
that the number of animals claim to 
have been loaded were actually 
loaded. 

(5) You have a good claim for all 
animals killed in transit, if the ship- 
ment was delayed, or the railroad can 
be shown negligent 

(6) Don’t be afraid to sue upon your 
claims. Many a good claim is never 
settled until after it is sued. Suing a 
railroad is nothing, and costs little 
compared with the money usually 
obtained from doing it on good claims 

(7) If a caretaker accompanies the 
stock, have him keep notes in writing 
as to places where car is delayed or 
roughly handled. and also names ot 
witnesses on the same _ train If 
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or killed, you must 
where and how such 
happened. You can’t recover unless 
you can produce some evidence on 
these points. This applies only where 
a caretaker accompanies the © ship- 
ment. 

(8) Unless you have had a lot ot 
experience in handling railroad claims, 
don.t think of filing the claim your- 
self. The chances are that you will 
fail, and will get the matter tied up 
in such shape that no one can help 
you later. Place in the hands of some 
one, regardless of who he may be, 
who makes a specialty of this work.

safe on this matter. Instruct your 
commission man to not file a claim 
until you so instruct him. Instruct 


him to return the account sales to you, 
and you can then’ select whatever 
agent you desire to handle the matter 
for you and pick out the best and 
most efficient. 

(10) If others parties are allowed to 
file the claim for you with your con 
sent, you cannot later select another 
The party with whom the claim is 
first filed, has the authority to handle 
it to the end. So select your agent to 
handle the claim with care. 

(11) Never allow any outside party 
to handle a claim for you, except on 
the understanding that the voucher 
in settlement is to be taken to your 
order, and sent to you with a separate 
check from you later to cover the col- 
lection charge. Then, if there is a 
compromise, you know’ that = you 
received every cent that was paid. If 
the voucher from the railroad is taken 
to the order of the person handling the 
claim and cashed by him, and_ the 
proceeds sent to you by his personal 
check, you have no way of knowing 
whether you received all that was 
paid by the railroad. Play safe. 

Ieditor’s Note—The above was prepared 
by Mr. Coon of the Railroad Department 
of the lowa Farm Bureau’ Federation. 
While the angle from which it is prepared 
is marketing for slaughter, yet it contains 
so many good points that are applicable 
to the shipping of dairy cattle that we 
are giving it verbatim.

HILE Holsteins, Jerseys and 
milking Shorthorns are repre- 
sented in the prize _siist, 
the largest inducements offered to 
breeders by the Western Royal 
Livestock show to be _ held at 


Spokane, November 1 to 6 are to ex- 
hibitors of the beef breeds. Totals of 
nearly $7200 have been posted by the 
show management and by various 
breeders’ associations for Shorthorns, 
Herefords and Aberdeen-Angus, while 
liberal prizes are offered also for 
breeding sheep, swine and_ horses 
The Holstein prize list totals $831.25— 
$675 of which is offered by the show 
and the rest by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, which is the 
only national dairy breed association 
cooperating. The premiums total 
$20.000 for all classes of livestock, 
and the entries, which closed October 
15. indicate that there will be a con- 
siderably larger display than last 
year, when 3000 head of purebred 
animals were seen by 25.000 visitors. 
One of the features is to be the sale of 
stock contributed by Northwestern 
herds, principally around Spokane, the 
proceeds to go toward the $59.000 
building fund with which it is hoped to 
build a suitable stock arena by another 
year. Shorthorn, Hereford and swine 
sales will be held, but no auction of 
Holsteins is scheduled. Last year’s 
successful show’ established’ the 
Western Royal as the permanent 
opener of the northwestern circuit 
(Svokane, Wash., Lewiston. Ida., and 
Portland. Ore) and there is little doubt 
but that both th exhibits and the at 
tendance will show a big increase over 
1919. 
s s e 

Grade Holsteins from three small 
herds, those of D. B. Looney (Wash..,) 
L. J. Tinckmick (Ida.) and J. H. 
Gibson (Wash.), lead in the amount of 
milk produced by herds which show 
the best averages for cow-testing as- 
saciations in Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho, but are surpassed in butterfat 
production by one grade Jersey herd 
from Tillamook, Ore. The figures are 
given in the yearly summaries of the 
cow-testing work under the supervision 
of the western office of the dairy divis- 
ion. The Tincknick herd of six aver- 
aged 11,690 pounds of milk and 386.5 
pounds of butterfat: the Looney herd 
of five, 10,643 pounds of milk and 418 
of fat; and the Gibson herd of eight. 
9,702 pounds of milk and 381 pounds of 


fat. The two latter are both in the 
Valley Cooperative Cow-Testing As 
-ociation. 

The Tillamook association, in 


Oregon, showed the largest number of 
cows, 791, completing a year’s work 
The Whatcom county association, in 
Washington, finished the year with 
the largest number of herds, 53; the 
second largest number of cows, 676: 
the second highest average of pounds 
milk per cow, 7603: the highest aver- 
age of pounds fat per cow 321; and the 
greatest number of cows, 127, and the 
largest percentage of cows, 18.7. pro- 
incing over 400 pounds of fat. The 
“iilamcok assoelation is second in the 
nur har of hard:e &2R- third in the 


average pounds milk per cow, 6837; 
and second in the average pounds of 
fat per cow, 293.4. It had 69 cows over 
400 pounds of butterfat. Another 
Washington association, the Valley 
Cooperative, though having a _ small 
number of cows, ranks first in the 
number of pounds milk per cow, 7829, 
and third in the number of pounds fat 
292.4. It had 15 cows producing over 
100 pounds of fat. Altogether, there 
were 257 herds containing 3858 cows 
“in at the finish’. Most of the associa- 
tions showed very creditable averages, 
and as a whole they were probably 
100 pounds of fat per cow higher than 
the average of cows in herds that have 
never been tested. The dairy divis- 
ion calls attention to the compar-. 
atively small number of cows produc- 
ing over 400 pounds of butterfat per 
year—267 out of 3858, or less than 
seven per cent—and the conclusion is 
drawn that there are a large number 
of grade corvs in each of these associa- 
tions capable of making that produc. 
tion mark which are kept in the lower 
classes bv improver feeding and lack 
of individual attention. In a com- 
parison of two years’ work in the Tilla- 
mook association, it is shown that the 
association cows of 1919 averaged 25.6 
pounds of butterfat each, more than 
these of 1918. At 65 cents per pound for 
butterfat, this means $16.64 per cov. 
“which would make membership in a 
cow testing association a _ gilt-edged 
investment”. There were 14 herds in 
the association both years, and a sum 
marv of their work shows an average 
increase of 18.71 pounds of fat pro 
cow. Some of the high herds did nu 
show much improvement. but remark: 
able results were shown with two 
low herds. One increased an average 
of 61.29 pounds of fat per cow, worth 
$39.83. and the other 89.73 pounds. 
worth $58.33. for everv cow in the herd 
of 20

Kalsora Segis Pride, a great grand- 
son of King Segis on both sides of the 
family, heads the herd of 10 purebreds 
and 27 grades which F. J. H. Galacher 
& Sons are developing on their 120- 
acre farm four miles west of Mt 
Vernon, Skagit county. Both his dam 
and his sire are by King Segis 10th 
(23 A. R. O. daugnters) and he _ is 
seven-eighths the same breeding as 
Matador Segis Walker, the Carnation 
farm senior herd sire. Tt was from 
Carnation that the bull was purchased 
last February, and it is only since last 
spring that the Galachers have ranked 
as vurebred breeders.There are four 
adult females in their herd, one an old 
cow with an A. R. O. record, and some 
good results may be expected from 
their breeding operations, for the 
father and two sons, F. J. and A. W. 
have the reputation of ranking with 
the best livestock men in _ Skagit 
county.

The Roll of Honor ef cows on semi- 
official test in Washington during 
September comes close to being a list 
of Holsteins, for 16 of the 19 cows 
which made the requirements are 
black and whites, two Jerseys and one 
Guernsey being the only “off color” ani- 
mals enrolled. The Holsteins are owned 
by five breeders, Hollywood Farm and 
Milky Way Farm having six each in 
the various classes, Carnation Stock 
Farm two, and Washington State Col- 
lege and H. J. Evans one each. Three 
Hollywod cows lead in the junior 2. 
senior 3 and senior 4-year-old classes, 
respectively. They are Hollwwood Ad- 
venturess Abbekerk 483257, which 
made 4.282 pounds of butterfat from 
139.2 pounds of milk in two days under 
observation; Hollyweod Lilith Pal- 
myra Abbekerk 400491 (4.748 butter- 
fat from 151.7 milk); and Hollywood 
Lilith Palmyra Evelina 846288 (6.876 
from 186.1). A. BE. Smith & Co’s pro. 
ducers lead in two classes. They are 
Colony McKinley Segis 5740123 (4.268 
butterfat from 184.8 milk), highest 
record cow in the senior two-year-old 
class, and Princess Chimacum Pontiac 
395551 (4.106 from 140.4), the only 
animal to equalify for the roll in the 
junior three-year-old class. Nooksack 
Lunde Oregon De Kol 3801119, owned 
by H. J. Evans, stood alone in the 
junior four-year-old class, with 4.826 
pounds of fat from 146.1 pounds of 
milk. The best butter production of 
any .cow on the roll, and the third 
highest milk production, was recorded 
by Segis Pietertje Prospect 221846 
from the Carnation Stock Farm. In 
the class for five-year-olds or over. 
this animal, though in her tenth month 
of lactation, made 6.490 pounds of 
butterfat from 178.5 pounds of milk. 

In the table showing the leaders in 
the various classes and kinds of tests 
in Washington during September. 
the following were at the head of their 
respective classes: Von Heim Daisy 
Fayne Valdessa, $1, owned by J. Von 
Herberg, 11980 Ibs. fat; Skagit Susie 
Pontiac, J2. owned by Lee Brothers. 
16.464 lbs. fat; Carrie Pontiac of 
Donnybrook, S2, owned by A. E. 
Smith & Co., 12.537 Ibs. fat: Pietertie 
Mutual Fobes, J3, owned by T. J 
Owens, 18.144 Ibs. fat; Leda Gerben 
Rag Apovle, 74, Carnation farm, 14.757- 
and Sadie Colantha Fayne. M. owned 
by Herman Steffen, 22.490 in the Hol 
stein 7-day division; and Hollywoor 
Pauline Fayne, M, owned by F. S 
Stimson, 846.177 Ib., in the Holstein 
365-day division. Of these the latter 
showcd the greatest increase above 
requirements, 135 per cent, but Lee 
Brothers’ Skagit Segis Pontiac was 
not tar vehind, with 109.9 per cent 
greate: production than she needed to 
qualify. 

Three breeders, all of them Hol 
steins. took up official testing for the 
first time in September. Thev' are 
John Haggler of Oakville, C. J. Lee 
of Onalaska, and Herman Steffen of‘

with 27 Jersey, nine Guernsey and 
two Ayrshire, but the number of Hol 
stein cows tested was 225 out of 448 
or slightly more than half. as com 
pared wit 173 Jersev 45 Guerneev 
and five Ayrshire.

In this chapter, we are pleased to introduce to you one of

“Our Mollie’ is what we call her to distinguish her from 
Alex’ Mollie,” her full sister, Mollie Wayne Korndyke, owned by 
Mr. Alexander Watt.

Both 
Mollies are wonderful individuals and both have proven them

In fact, our Mollie is the largest record junior two-year-old 
daughter of Alex and very nearly a state champion in yearly test, 
having a record of 932.04 lbs. butter, from 21,961.1 lbs. milk. This 
is the largest butter record that any of Alex’ daughters have 
made regardless of age, and the milk record has been exceeded 
among his daughters only by a junior three-year-old and a senior 
two-year-old. Her butter record is the second largest in the state 
being only about 8 lbs. less than the world’s record; and her 
year’s milk record has been exceeded by only one junior two-year 
old in Ohio. 


In the eight months after calving division, Mollie won first 
prize for the year 1919-20 for milk as well as for butter with 
435.1 lbs. milk containing 20.63 lbs. butter. These are both 
state records so far as we can determine from the Gardiner Re 
ports. She won $125 in Association prize money, on short time 
records alone, with her wonderful year record still to be heard 
from this year. 


Mollie Wayne Korndyke, the full sister to our Mollie, has a 
senior three-year-old record of 903.06 lbs. butter from 20,542.3 Ibs 
milk. This record was made following a junior two-year-old 
record of 670.67 lbs. butter from 14,999.7 lbs. milk in only 305 
days, her record winning first prize both for milk and butter 
for the year 1918-19. 


The two Mollies are daughters of the splendid dairy cow that 
we showed you in the preceding chapter and both inherit much 
of her quality, as well as that of their sire. 


We expect our Millie to freshen again soon by King Ona 
Pontiac and we are frank to 
say we are hoping for a bull, 
as we will soon be needing 
another junior herd sire. Per 
sonally, we can think of no

Two northwest Holstein breeders 
who are “sitting pretty” since the new 
Hollywood marvel, Hollywood Lilith 
Palmyra Evelina, recently broke two 
world milk records in the seven and 
30-day division for senior four-year 
olds, are H. R. Boomer of New Ply 
mouth, Ida., and Jack Rupp of Tilla- 
mook, Ore. The former, at the 
Pacific International Livestock Show 
of 1919, bought a_ bull calf from 
Evelina, sired by Judge Segis. At that 
time the dam had only a _  31-pound 
record, so Mr. Boomer occupies the 
enviable position of the corner lot 
owner in a boom town. Mr. Rupp, 
who became famous last fall when he 
brought in from the wilds of Tilla- 
mook the grand champion female of 
the Pacific International and later 
sold her for $2100, subsequently pur- 
chased from Hollywood a young bull, 
Hollywood Lilith Adventuress, a son 
of Hollywood Lilith Palmyra and 
Hollywood Adventuress Canary. The 
latter is an 1100-pound cow, and with 
over 960 pounds to her credit October 
1, will finish another yearly test in 
December. This therefore gives the 
Tillamook man for a herd sire an 1100- 
pound bull, brother to a twice world 
champion milk producer. Besides all 
that, Hollywood Lilith Adventuress 
won ist, champion and grand cham- 
pion at the fair at Tillamook this fall, 
and first in the two-year-old class at 
the Oregon State Fair at Salem.

A good young bull and twenty-three 
head of young females, many of them 
daughters and granddaughters of the 
Washington State college bull, Segis 
Pontiac Acme, were recently pur 
chased by Hattrick & Daniels of Mt. 
Vernon from their neighbor, R. E. 
Waugh, for their farm of more than 
100 acres six miles north of Mt. 
Vernon. They have been breeding 
purebreds in a small way for three 
years, and already had eight registered 
animals and a few grades on the farm, 
so that this purchase enables them to 
start the winter with about 40 head, 
nearly all purebreds. Only one ani- 
mal in the lot recently purchased is 
over four years old. The bull, Colony 
McKinley Valdessa, is a son of Fin- 
derne Mutual Fayne Valdessa, the 
Von Herberg sire, and Colony Aaggie 
McKinley, a 17-pound' two-year-old 
with 476.60 pounds of milk to her 
credit. Her sire is by a son of Jo- 
hanna De Kol Von Beers, the second 
40-pound cow, and close in his pedi- 
gree appear also the first 40-pound 
cow and the first 44-pound cow. Every 
dam in the young bull’s pedigree has a 
creditable record, and the three near- 
est dams, all immature cows, average 
927 pounds of butter and over 20,000 
pounds of milk. Mr. Waugh, who has 
been breeding for about 12 years in 
Skagit and Snohomish counties and 
who showed for the first time at the 
Skagit county fair this fall, was aim- 
ing at that time to reduce his stock 
and to. start official testing this 
winter. The opportunity to dispose 
of his entire herd was too good to be 
resisted, but he has no intention of 
quitting the game, and at the later fall 
fairs was looking for heifers’ with 

hich to restock his 40-acre’ farm, 

he has owned only one year.

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give him one of the good plants of the 
county.

The recent acceptance by E. F. Ben- 
son, formerly state commissioner of 
ugriculture in Washington, of a posi 
tion as manager of the immigration 
and development bureau of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad, with his head 
office at St. Paul, evidently will not 
interfere with his stock raising 
activities in this state. Mr. Benson has 
advertised a sale of all the grade stock 
on his ranch near Prosser, including 
36 head of dairy cattle, and intends to 
restock with purebreds in every line. 
He recently purchased from William 
Todd & Sons of Yakima six Holstein 
heifers of splendid breeding to add to 
the eight head he already had on the 
ranch. At the head of his herd he 
has a bull closely related to one of the 
highest producers in this state, and 
his investments in other lines of live- 
stock, notably of sheep at the recent 
state fair sale, are of the same high 
order.

Breeders of the state of Washington 
are more than unsually interested in 
the prize list offered this year by the 
Pacific International livestock exposi- 
tion at Portland because this state, 
through the commissioner of agri- 
culture, is for the first time offering 
them, in addition to the premiums 
listed in the catalogue, $5000 to be 
paid out dollar for dollar to Washing- 
ton herds which win at the big show. 
If more than this amount is won the 
money will be prorated, and if Wash- 
ington animals do not win $5000 the 
balance will probably be offered again 
in 1921. Holstein breeders will com- 
pete for $2,500 offered by the exposti- 
tion, for $687 offered by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America on in- 
dividuals, herds and groups, for $600 
special money on_ groups offer- 
ed jointly by the national associa- 
tion and by Holstein breeders of the 
Pacific coast, and for the silver trophy 
cup won last year by Carnation Stock 
Farm, for the best breeders’ young 
herd. This must be won three tims by 
the same breeder to become his per- 
manent property. Prizes from first 
($30) to tenth ($5) are offered on in- 
dividuals in Holstein classes, the same 
on groups, and from first ($40) to 
tenth ($5) on herds. The national 
association will duplicate these up to 
30 per cent. Each of the six cham- 
pionships carries a $35 cash prize, and 
the $600 special is divided $300, $180 
and $120, for the bes‘. herd consisting 
of a bull 2 years o/4 or over, cow 4 
years or over, cow 4 years and under 
1, heifer 2 years and under 3, senior 
yearling heifer, junior yearling heifer, 
senior bull calf and junior bull calf.

Friday, November 19, is to be the 
big day for Holstein breeders. On 
that day will be held the tenth annual 
combination sale of black and whites, 
specially selected from the various 
states consigning, with George A Gue 
in charge.

Sixty-five head of purebred Hol 
stein-Friesian cattle were inspected, 
30 farm signs were sold and _ dis- 
tributed, an informal meeting was 
held and a splendid dinner was enjoy- 
ed, on the Lewis County Holstein 
Breeders’ Association’s third and last 
tour of the 1920 season to the farms ot 
seven members, most of them in the 
Hannaford valley. Ferty adults, 
members of the association and their 
wives and friends, made the trip, con- 
cluding a series in the course of which 
close to 300 purebred Holsteins have 
been inspected, and by which the in. 
terests of black and white breeders in 
the vicinity of Chehalis have beer 
cemented as never before, the breed- 
ing industry in that section given 
great encouragement and information 
regarding local herds disseminated 
The success of this season’s excursions 
leaves little doubt that an even more 
extensive series will be arranged for 
next summer. 

Henry Bouchard was chairman of 
the committee on arrangements for 
the October tour, and after leaving 
Chehalis and Centralia he piloted the 
party to the 280-acre farm of Herman 
Young, near Galvin, where 14 head of 
registered animals, 11 of them cows 
and heifers, were in the barn. Mr. 
Young secured most of his foundation 
stuff from the Bevington and Sawtelle 
herds, and although he has never done 
any testing, is getting some excellent 
milk yields from his animals. A 
three-year-old bull, Sadie Fayne Con- 
cordia, a grandson of Mutual Fobes 
Longfield De Kol, heads the herd. 

From Galvin it was the longest run 
of the day to the Hannaford valley, 
where the first stop was made at the 
farm:‘of Morris Bouchard, brother and 
former partner of the pilot. He has 
a herd of 12 head, including two pure 
bred cows and two calves, the latte: 
sired by Friend Pontiac Hartog De 
Kol, a bull secured several years ago 
from the Maplecrest farm in Ohio at 
what was then regarded as an enor- 
mous price, $1200. The Brothers were 
in business together when they pur- 
chased the animal, which is now ip 
service at the farm of Henry Bouchard 
and was seen by the members of the 
party later in the day. Two nice 
foundation cows of Greenbank breed- 
ing, and a young bull, were inspected 
at the farm of Robert Wigley, who 
made a start with purebreds this fall, 
after “dogging along” with scrubs for 
six or seven years. At the farm of Dr. 
D. O. Nugent, near Tono, the tourists 
found two purebreds in milk, full 
sisters of Sawtelle breeding and two 
young calves, in a herd of 15 head. 
One, a five-year-old, was giving nine 
gallons of milk on pasture and some 
green feed. The other is a_ heifer 
with her first calf. 

With the prospect of a good dinner 
awaiting them, the  excursionists 
needed no urging to move on to the 
farm of W. I. Rector, and there while 
waiting for the meal to be served on a 
long “help yourself” table in the barn, 
they heard the interesting story of 
Mr. Rector’s four years’ experience 
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vith purebreds. in August, 1916, he 
purchased from the Carnation com- 
pany two two-year-olds, Tussie 
Princess and Tussie Miunie, and ex- 
cept the bull and two yearlings which 
he bought about a year ago, his pure 
bred herd of 12 head is made up en 
tirely of the increase from those two 
cows. Seven. heifers and four bull 
calves have been born to the two 
foundation cows and their offspring 
and except that Princess has not 
freshened for two years (and is still 
milking), uniform success has  at- 
tended’ _ this breeder’s operations. 
Princess had three calves, all heifers. 
One of her daughters delivered two 
bull calves, and the other two have 
each given birth to a heifer. Minnie 
has had three calves, a heifer and two 
bulls, and the former is in the herd 
and gave birth to a daughter this 
spring. Prince Rag Apple Canary, a 
son of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th out of 
Lilith Calamity Jane 3rd, sired most 
of the youngsters, and those of breed- 
ug age are being bred to Segis Artis 
Pietertje, Mr. Rector’s three-year-old 
herd sire, a grandson of King Segis 
10th out of Alma Walker. The latter 
has a seven-day record of 26.532 
pounds of butter from 511.1 pounds 
of milk, and a 30-day record of 105.068 
pounds of butter from 2450.8 pounds 
of milk. 

After the diners had disposed of all 
the sandwiches, chicken, cake and pie 
they could possibly consume, an in- 
formal meeting of the association was 
caHed with members occupying seats 
on feed bags, barrels, buggy seats and 
benches, and the date of the annual 
meeting was changed to November 


27. The breeders by unanimous 
ballot backed the movement for 
appointing a home demonstration 


agent and a boys’ and girls’ club 
leader in Lewis county, and Secretary 
E. A. Donaldson. who had already dis- 
posed of 20 “Holsteins-on-this-farm” 
signs at the Southwest Washington 
fair, again offered them to -members 
with such excellent salesmanship that 
he received the money that day for 30 
more. The “after dinner” speakers in- 
cluded County Agent A. T. Flagg, who 
reviewed the progress that is being 
inade with purebreds in the county 
and the results that may be expected 
therefrom; Leonard Hegnauer, crops 
extension specialist of the state col- 
lege, who spoke briefly of the value of 
fertilizers and land drainage; and 
Fred S. Martin, also of Pullman, who 
is supervisor of official testing in this 
state. By individual examples taken 
from representatives of the breed in 
Washington, Mr. Martin showed the 
importance from many standpoints of 
doing official or semi-otficial testing. 
He also described in some detail the 
teps which are necessary to obtain 
it, and outlined the work along that 
line which is now going on in the 
state. This has increased from not 
over 20 herds on test two years ago, 
to 61 herds in September. and there 
is so much demand for it that the 
state officials have found it impos- 
sible to abtain enough supervisors. 
Enumerating the benefits of testing. 
the speaker said that the breeder can 

creby weed out boarder cows, feed 
.ccurately, demonstrate to the 
entire Flolstein world the value of his 
COWS 4 ire, pick breeding stock 
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more scientifically, and increase th: 
value of his cows’ offspring. 

Two more visits completed the tour 
At the farm-of Jess Rector, twin 
brother and -neighbor of W. I., there 
are 17 head of purebred, including the 
bull, a son of King Segis 10th. A 
regretful owner is unable to give them 
the attention which they deserve be- 
cause of the other demands of his 
160-acre farm, and because of the 
scarcity of capable help, but he has 
some excellent individuals. Another 
regretful owner, Henry  Bouchara, 
showed the club members’ Friend 
Pontiac Hartog De Kol, two A. R. O. 
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coWs, aud eight other purebreds. His 
regret is that he did not start with 
registered cattle when he went on 
the farm 12 years ago, instead of 
waiting until 1917. He has a well bred 
bull, however, a half brother to Bano 
stine Belle De Kol, the first 1300-lbs 
cow, and with the beginning that he 
has made, with the cooperation which 
is bound to come among breeders as 
-much alive as are those of Lewis 
county, and with a fair break from 
Dame Fortune, he will have a very 
different herd to show when the as 
sociation pays him its annual visit 
12 years hence.

Care has been taken to make the 
cattle barns as comfortable as_ pos- 
sible in order to give the cows every 
opportunity to make good records. 

All cattle must be tuberculin tested 
before they will be permitted to 
enter the show. Provision has been 
made for testing all animals free ot 
charge. Most of the herds, which have 
been entered to date, are on the 
government accredited list. i: DB 
Smith, of Paola, is secretary of the 
show.

MINNESOTA FOUNDATION SALE AVERAGES $595 

While the Second Foundation Breeders’ Sale lacked some of the sensational 
features that we are accustomed to associate with Minnesota public sales, yet 
everything considered the average of $595 a head for 113 animals might be con- 
sidered very satisfactory, although there were some real bargains picked up in 
a number of instances. There was plenty of quality in the sale, but there were 
also a number of bull calves and some old bulls that are included among the 
113, and also a few rather ordinary individuals as well as some plain bred ones. 
Exceptionally high priced individuals did not bring the average up, $2600 being 
top price for bulls and $2500 for females, so we see that the good average was 
due to good average prices received throughout the sale. 

The Minnesota State Association managed the sale and Secy. Bert Scott 
did his usual good work in the box and ring, up and down the aisles and in the 
gallery, assisting the auctioneers, who were Cols. Mack and Krause of Wiscon- 
sin and Col. George Gue of Washington. A. H. Heckler led the animals in the 
ring. 

“Goes to Wisconsin” was the not uncommon cry, three of the heaviest buy- 
ers being W. E. Cook of Unity, R. M. Jenks, of Loyal and Allen T. Boutin of 
Bloomer, all from the Badger State. Other out of state buyers were Gage & 
Kurtz of Groton, S. D., Gruel Bros. and Nolte Bros. of Hobart, Ind., L. J. Smith 
of Winfield, lowa; State Normal School, River Falis, Wis.; and Homer Bailey, of 
River Falls. One of the heaviest Minnesota buyers was Harry G. Cox of St. 
Charles, who bought three that brought four figure prices as well as several 
others at slightly smaller figures. H. C. Johnson of Fridley was another good 
customer from the home state as were J. P. Peltz of St. Bonafacious, J. D. 
Salisbury of St. Paul, L. L. Cheney of Appleton and L. L. Andres of St. Paul. 

A two-months-old bull calf from the E. C. Schroeder consignment topped the 
sale at $2600, going to R. M. Jenks of Wisconsin. The youngster is a son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st, the $65,000 bull, out of the former World’s 
Champion 34-lb. senior 3-year-old, Glen Canary De Kol. The latter has a 1300-lb. 
daughter and is a sister to Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d. Mr. Jenks also took two 
daughters of “Piebe” both from daughters of “Count.” one at $1200 and the other 
at $1100. Both were just turned three years old and both were consigned by Mr. 
Hackney. 

The high female was Hurds Princess Korndyke, a 30-lb. cow in the Hackney 
consignment. She is just five years old and a splendid individual, and went to 
L. J. Smith of Winfield, Iowa. 

Two other animals in the sale brought $2000 or over and both were con- 
signed by Mr. Hackney. One was an 8-year-old daughter of Sir Piet. a little shv 
in one quarter that went to Cook of Wisconsin at an even $2000, which was the 
high price received the first day. The other was a young son of the 44-lb. bull, 
King Korndyke Pontiac Lass, out of a 32-lb. daughter of Count that is making a 
nice year record. This fellow went to Gruel Bros. and Nolte Bros. of Hobart, Ind. 

In all, sixteen animals brought four figure prices, including eight from the 
Hackney consignment, five from Schroeder’s, two from Irwin’s and one from 
the consignment of Steidl Bros Detailed report will follow later.

AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION 
WORK 


All together there are 2,936 counties 
in the United States. When the Smith- 
Lever Act went into effect, 930 counties 
had the services of a county agricul- 
tural agent. At the present time over 
2000 counties have such _ services. 
During the time the Smith-Lever Act 


has been in effect the number of 
counties with home demonstration 
agent has increased from 280 to 


nearly 800. The emergency funds pro- 
vided during the war were a great 
stimulus to extens:wn work. Between 
July, 1917 and July, 1918, the number 
of counties with men agents increased 
from 1435 to 2435, and those with 
women agents increased from 537 to 
1715. The peak of the movement was 
reached in 1918. There has been a 
drop in number since, undoubtedly 
owing to the fact that it was possible 
to earn higher salaries in other lines 
of work and also because there has 
been more positions then there were 
persons to fill them. There is a 
tendency to right this situation at the 
present time, as the country struggles 
back to normalcy.

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GROWERS OF SWEET CLOVER 
ORGANIZE 

“Sweet clover on every farm i 
North Dakota,” is the motto of the 
Red River Valley Sweet Clover Seed 
Growers’ Exchange, organized at a 
recent meeting held at Grand Forks. 

Although the organization is less 
than a month old, it already controls 
more than half of the sweet clover 
seed crop in North Dakota and the 
growers that have signed up _ have 
agreed to market their crop through 
this cooperative exchange exclusively 
for the next three years. 

One of the big projects of the ex- 
change will be to conduct an educa- 
tional campaign on the value of sweet 
clover and to develop new markets 
for the seed. Plans are already being 
made for a campaign this winter to 
interest the farmers of western North 
Dakota in the crop, which is new in 
that territory. The belief is that the 
sweet clover will prove of great value 
in the lighter soils where drouth and 
soil drifting are two of the great 
problems, where the natural _ soil 
fertility is in need of replenishment, 
and where feed is difficult to secure. 

Some idea of the extent of this co- 
operative movement can be gained 
from the report of the secretary, D. B. 
Morris of Grand Forks, whose records 
show that 85 per cent of the sweet 
clover growers of Grand Forks county 


have joined the organization. Grand 
Forks County produces more than 
half of the seed crop of North 


Dakota, and this state produces about 
half of the seed crop in the United 
States. 

Every effort will be made to _ in- 
crease the acreage in North Dakota 
and it is planned to keep as much of 
the seed as possible in this state.

Some 
animals were sold at privute_ sale 
after the auction was called off, but 
most of the cattle were taken back 
by their owners. 

Cattle men feel that there is some- 
thing wrong with present conditions. 
Shoes and clothing call for about as 
high prices as ever. Building material 
still stands at the high price level; 
milking machines and all dairy equip- 
ment have not declined to an extent 
at all felt by the purchaser. The ex- 
penses of the sale were as high as if 
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it had been successful, yet the call 
for things the farmer produces has 
apparently lessened and the prices of 
what he has to sell has fallen. But the 
depression is not universal—there are 
bright spots here and there and we 
know that in the long run the Hol- 
stein cow and the Holstein breeder 
will win out.

The September monthly news letter 


of the Wisconsin cow testing as- 
sociations is just out. Some _in- 
teresting deductions are made on 
the cost and advisability of feed- 
ing concentrates. While no ex- 
plicit details are given, the figures 


indicate that the more the owners in- 
vest in concentrated rations, the larger 
the receipts per cow, which of course, 
is only to be expected, but the point 
of interest is that the average returns 
over cost of feed is also greater. The 
more grain, the larger the net return 

During the year 1917, the amount of 


concentrates fed in the Richland 
Buena Vista Cow Testing Association 
averaged 638 Ibs. per cow, while in 


1919, the average was 1216 lbs. grain 
per cow. One member fed 446 Ibs. the 
first year he was in the association 
and his returns were $56.00, net profit 
Last year he fed 838 lbs. and obtained 
$86.00 as the net return. Sam Olson 
during his first year in the association 
fed an average of 760 lbs. concentrates 
per cow and his returns were $78.15 
from each animal. Last year his grain 
ration averaged 1500 lbs. per cow and 
they returned him on the average of 
$155.80, above feed cost, so that doubl 
ing the pounds of grain per cow 
practically doubled the net returns on 
each animal.

The four highest priducing cows in 
the state are Holsteins, the two 
leaders being purebred, one being the 
Stevens Stock Farm cow mentioned 
above and the second being owned by 
John Nelson of the same association, 
which produced 72.90 lbs. of butter- 
fat, 1620 Ibs. milk in the month. Five 
Holstein herds are in the list of the 
ten highest producing herds of the 
state during the month of September.

Earl R. Jackson, tester, has only one 
herd sire that is not pure bred and 
Mr. Jackson says that they are going 
to try to get rid of this bull and make 
the association 100 per cent pure bred. 
More power to their efforts. 

Twenty-seven cows produced 40 
lbs. or more of butterfat in the 
McHenry County Association No. 1 
during the month of September. Eight 
of the 27 were owned by George Roach. 
Several of the cows in the Adams 
County Cow Testing Association were 
exhibited at the Adams County Fair, 
where they won no less than 27 rib- 
bons. and furnished the grand cham- 
pion. Paul Ronk, the tester, is buy- 
ing a carload of Holsteins so great is 
the demand for good cattle. 

In the Kane Co. No. 2 Association, 
a calf club is being organized by the 
members.

Stanchions and drinking cups 
are being installed—several of the 
members have put up silos during the 
past year and unprofitable cows are 
being sold and pure bred ones pur- 
chased, and there is a general improve- 
ment all along the line. Evidently the 
Jo Daviess County Cow Testing As- 
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sociation No. 2 is functioning wisely 
and weil. 

Members of the Lake County Cow 
Testing Association No. 2 exhibited at 
Libertyville at the Lake County An- 
nual Fair and captured several valu- 
able cups, as well as_ blue _ ribbons. 
Holstein and Guernsey breeders are 
planning sales. 

Cooperative buying is reported by 
G. E. Dickson, tester of the Palmyra 
Cow Testing Association. Dealers in 
nearby towns were charging from $73 
to $80 a ton for oil meal. Members of 
the Palmyra Association cooperated 
with the Whiteside County Farm 
Bureau and purchased nearly a car- 
load for $66 per ton. It is the intention 
to buy other feeds in this manner. 

John Diehl, well known Holsteir. 
breeder of Effingham owned the high- 
est producing cow in the Effingham 
County Cow Testing Association. It 
is interesting to learn that she 
received 12 Ibs. daily of a grain ration 
consisting of corn, bran, oats, cotton 
seed meal and oil meal and receivea 
in addition alfalfa hay and sunflower 
silage.

SIR COLTHILDE CONCORDIA 
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The Story of a Pioneer 


When we contemplate the wonderful 
progress that has been made by the 
Holstein breed in the state of Wiscon- 
sin, it is hardly believable that* there 
could be a man now living who can 
remember when one could travel the 
length and breadth of Sheboygan 
county, one of the leading Holstein 
counties of Wisconsin, without being 
able to locate a single purebred Hol- 
stein cow. Such a man, however, is R. 
R. Wilson who was the second man in 
the state to join the National Associa- 
tion and the first man to bring Hol- 
stein-Friesians into Sheboygan county. 

Mr. Wilson built up a small but 
select herd at his farm at Plymouth, 
Wis., securing his foundation stock 
from E. E. Browne of Elgin, IIl., who, 
we are told, was the first man to in- 
troduce Holsteins into that part of 
the United States. The catte were im- 
ported stock that had been brought 
over by Winthrop W. Chenery and 
William A. Russell, two Massachusetts 
men that were among the very first 
to import and breed Dutch cattle. 

Like many beginners, Mr. Wilson 
limited his first purchase to a herd 
sire, the bull, Maurice No. 295, in the 
old Holstein Herd Book, which was 
published before the present Holstein 
Friesian Association was formed. This 
purchase was made in 1878, and the 
following spring, like all good  be- 
ginners, Mr. Wilson went beck to the 
same party and purchased a female, 
the imported cow, Sylph. In _ 1881, 
according to a writer in a Sheboygan 
county publication he purchased from 
T. W. Laramy, of Beloit, Wisconsin, 
the sire “Henrico” No. 691, sired by 
“Blucher” No. 193 and whose dam was 
“Hendrika” No. 140. Again in 1882, 
Mr. Wilson went to Aurora, Illinois, 
where G. E. Browne had just arrived 
from Holland with about 70 head of 


one and two-year-old heifers. He 
selected from this herd four head, 
three two year-olds and a_ yearling. 


They were as follows, “Ravenna” No. 
1937, calved, March 30, 1880; “Zada” 
No. 1941 calved March 2, 1880, 
“Norrie” No. 1983 calved March 2, 
1880 and “Merle” No. 1963 calved 
March 5, 1881. 

In 1887, Mr. Wilson bought of T. B. 
Wales, Iowa City, Iowa, the sire 
“Jantje 2d’s Mercedes Prince’ No. 
2358, calved March 7, 1886, sired by 
“Mercedes Prince’”’ No. 2150 and whose 
dam was “Jantje 2nd” No. 1017. In

1887, he purchased of J. Rust, West 
Allis, Wisconsin, the sire “Prince Salo 
Inka Pietertje De Kol” No. 21089, and 
whose dam was “Altje Salo” No. 5868. 
In the spring of 1899 still another 
purchase was made, when the sire 
“Butter Boy King De Kol” No. 25202, 
sired by “De Kol 2nd’s_ Butter Boy 
2nd” and his dam, “Milton’s Benedicts 
Carlotta”, was secured. These animals 
just enumerated made up the founda- 
tion stock from which the herds of 
many of the present day breeders 
originated. Mr. Wilson states that be- 
tween the years 1878 and 1901, he 
raised ind sold about 175 head, the 
larger number remaining in the 
county. 

Mr. Wilson has in his possession an 
old milk 1ecord sheet dated 1834, 
which you will remember was about 
two years before the present Holstein- 
Friesian Association was organized. 
This sheet was issued by the old Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Assn. and Mr. Wil- 
son’s signature thereto is sworn to 
before a notary public of Sheboygan 
county, and stamped with the official 
seal. The sheet gives the record of Mr. 
Wilson’s entire herd of eight head of 
“full bloods” consisting of one aged 
cow, which the record states was 
giving milk from only two quarters, 
one four-year-old, three _ three-year- 
old and three two-year-olds. The 
aged cow, by the way was the im- 
ported cow, Mr.- Wilson’s first female. 
According to the record, these eight 
cows and heifers with one exception 
all freshened sometime during 
February, March, April or May of 
1883, seven of them were due to calve 
again in March 1884 and the eighth in 
April 1884, showing that they were 
regular breeders. During the year 
two of them produced over 10,000 Ibs. 
and none of them fell below 8,000, 
the average for the eight being 8,993 
lbs. and the average length of record 
being only 278 days, only one of them 
being for a full year. The best day’s 
milk of each was given, ranging from 
40 Ibs. to 56 lbs. in a couple of cases, 
the average being 46 lbs., while the 
best 30 consecutive days of each of 
the eight averaged 1246 lbs., 8 oz. The 
following statement of feeds was made 
on the record sheet: “During the 
winter, they were fed on hay, straw, 
cornstalks of equal parts cut and 
mixed and six quarts per day of grain 
composed of corn and oats ground and 
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bran mixed in equal parts. per 
measure. During the summer they 
ran in pasture and were fed about 
three quarts of grain per day, com- 
posed as stated above. They were not 
soiled and were milked twice a day. 
Two-year-old heifers received one- 
third less grain.” 

Mr. Wilson continued to breed pro- 
ducers of this kind and to sell their 
offspring to his neighbors and _ the 
blood of this pioneer herd is pretty 
well scattered throughout Sheboygan 
county. Some few years ago he retired 
from active breeding, his mantle fall- 
ing upon his son, George A. Wilson, 
proprietor of Crow’s Roost Stock 
Farm at Granton, Wis. Young Mr. 
Wilson has in his herd much of the 
blood of his father’s old time pro- 
ducers, although thoroughly modern- 
ized by the best blood lines of today 
His two herd sires are both owned 
jointly with W. F. Cotter of the same 
place. The senior sire, Duke Pieter- 
tje Korndyke Ormsby 8th, is of course, 
a son of the $33,000 Duke, who, as is 
well known, is sired by old Sir Piet 
and is out of a twice 1000-lb. cow that 
is now making her third 1000-lb. rec- 
ord. The dam of the Wilson ana 
Cotter bull is Sir Johanna Canary De 
Kol Lass, a 26-lb. cow with a year 
record of 920.92 lbs. butter from over 
20,000 lbs. milk. She is a_ sister to 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, Glen 
Canary De Kol and others of the great- 
est producers of the breed. The rec- 
ords of his dam and sire’s dam aver- 
age very close to 1000 lbs. butter in a 
year.

Down in Indiana, in a part of the 
state where pure bred Holsteins are 
few and far between are two sets of 
brothers that are building up Holstein 
herds on neighboring farms.

OHIO BREEDERS COOPERATE IN 
TEST WORK 

Several members of the Ottawa 
County, Ohio, Holstein Club, have 
gone in togetifer in what may be the 
start of a movement of great im- 
partance and one that has often been 
suggested and discussed. They have 
united for collective testing of their 
cattle. Six cows have been started on 


their guns and finally won out, al- 
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semi-official test—some will be run for 
the year and some for the ten months 
test. Others will be tested for 7 and 
30 days. All six of the members going 
into the enterprise desire to run their 
cows for a full year. A fee of $50 
for a 7-day test and $10 per week after 
is the fee charged for the official test- 
ing. Each man pays for the feed of 
his own cow and has the returns from 
the milk produced. The man in 
charge of feeding and milking is Ralph 
West of Oak Harbor, Ohio. This ex- 
periment will be watched by breeders 
in all parts of the country, and if it is 
successful, we will hear of many other 
testing companies being formed. Such 
testing companies will be able to 
secure men of high quality to handle 
the test cows, leaving the owner free 
to look after the business of his main 
herd which in the past has so often 
interfered with the testing of his best 
cows.

DAIRY PRODUCTS 
The U. S. Bureau of Markets Re- 
port for the week ending Oct. 29th, 
says that during the week the butter 


market took a turn for the better. 
Prices advanced steadily and closed 
{ve cents higher than 'a week ag : 
The closing prices were 62 cents at 
New York, 59% cents at Chicago, 62 


cents in Philadelphia and 58 cents 
at Boston. All butter scoring 90 or 


more was moving well. Danish ana 
storage butter sold at from two to 
three cents below the price of fresh 
and considerable demand was exper- 
ienced. Cheese markets are in bet- 
ter shape than a week ago and the 
feeling at country points is that the 
market has reached bottom for the 
present. Business is good in some 
quarters, dull in others and con- 
fined mostly to shipping orders. 
Wholesale trading between dealers in 
distributing markets is said to be ex- 
ceptionally quiet. 

Mill feed offerings are liberal, but. the 
demand continues poor. Linseed meal 
had a sharp decline in the North- 
west. Wheat feeds, homf iy and 
gluten fell $1.00 a ton or more. There 
was a steady demand for alfalfa meal 
and cotton seed meal with the prices 
stationary. Stocks are increasing at 
Lake ports. Supplies of high pro- 
tein feeds are reported’ generally 
heavy. Cottonseed meal 41% pro- 
tein is reported at $35.00 a ton, ‘“‘f. o. 
b.” Texas common points; old pro- 
cess linseed meal $50.00 a ton f. o. b. 
Northeastern mills; bran $2800 a 
ton at Kansas City, and $30.00 a ton 
at Minneanolis: midd'ings $26.28 a 
ton; domestic beet pulp is quoted at 
$45.00 a ton “f. o. b.”

VANIA 


The report of R. S. Rice, official 
tester of the Franklin Co., Pa., Cow 
Testing Association for the month end- 
ing Oct. 15th, shows that in the twenty- 
four herds’ belonging to the associa- 
tion, 204 cows were milking during 
the month and 32 were dry.

According to President Howard of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, Iowa farmers are likely to burn 
corn this winter in place of the ac- 
customed soft coal. At Elwood, Iowa, 
for example, the price of the coal is 
$20 a ton, on the track, with an added 
expense of $2.50 or more to deliver it 
to the farmers; whereas the price of 
corn is about $15.75 a ton, and “corn 
possesses the same amount of heat 
units as coal.” Mr. Howard deplores 
the economic conditions that create 
such a possibility as the burning of 
corn in place of coal, but has he good 
reason for so doing? Assuming that 
conditions are about equal in fuel val- 
ues, when the corn or coal is in the 
bin, why should it be lamented that 
corn is being burned? Why should 
nota farmer raise his own fuel as 
well as his own food? In former days 
he raised nearly everything else that 
he required and in many rural dis- 
tricts he even now maintains his 
wood-lot to provide his fuel. In the 
great prairie states, with modern 
machinery, the raising of corn would 
appear to be a simpler proposition 
for home fuel consumption than the 
taking of coal from the bowels of the 
earth miles distant, and transporting 
it by train and truck to the farm, if 
the latter is at all removed from the 
railroad. At any rate, it would re- 
duce the number of coal cars re- 


quired, lessen the demand for loco- 
motives and relieve the farmer of 
some more or less irksome financial 


transactions. It is difficult to  per- 
ceive how it would tend to lessen the 
amount of corn upon the general 
market, any more than the manufac- 
ture of some milk into door-knobs and 
the like affects the general milk 
market unfavorable.—News Report.
